proof, look up Cec Buckley, 608 Head Street. 

Cec has been a salmon angling fan for quite a spell, owns 
his own boat and has been a regular among the spring and 
coho chasers. 

But last Saturday, Cec discovered the fabulous world of 
steelheading, discovered it in five hours of wonderful fishing 
that left him limp with excitement. 

Cec took a trip to Goldstream Saturday to investigate 
steelheading. Not being too familiar with the river, he stayed
